A Musician with an Idea 


Johan Grolle 


If New Hampshire will only accept the 
offer, Johan Grolle wants to devote his 
remaining years to helping people of that 
state attain fuller and happier lives. He 
wants to do it through music, which he 
believes to be the great universal heritage 
of all people, and he is unusually qualified 
to open minds to its uplifting influence. 

\Ir. Grolle came to America in 1902, a 
young virtuoso violinist, and accepted a 
first violinist’s berth with the Philadelphia 
Symphony. But he soon became concerned 
the exclusiveness of great music in 
this country, and the wealthy minority 
that could afford to enjoy it. In 1909 he 
began the Settlement Music School of 
Philadelphia, devoted to bringing music 
to those who couldn't afford it Krom the 
school grew the famous Curtis Institute, 
and finally the National Guild of Music 
Schools, of which he is still Honorary

President. For all the long period of time 
between then and now Grolle has been en- 
gaged in encouraging people to participate 
in and enjoy their heritage. Why? Because 
he believes that with great 
music automatically gives the right values 
Grolle is a strong believer in basic values 
by taking people out of themselves and 
giving them the companionship of great 
minds. “If I can spend an evening with 
Bach,” he says by way of illustration, “I'd 
rather do that than listen to a damn fool, 
wouldn't 1?” 

After summering in New Hampshire for 
30 years, Grolle, now 74, finally retired to 
his little 18th Century house near Pittsfield, 
giving up his post as Director of the Settle- 
ment Music School. But he cannot retire 
from his mission, not with so many minds 
wailing to be awakened. Years ago the 
late Governor John Winant, a friend of 
Grolle’s, asked him to submit a statewide 
plan that could bring more music to people 
and also develop the urge for active par- 
ticipation in music making. Grolle has 
this plan,—he calls it the Music Coopera- 
tive,—which can bring musical activity 
under competent direction to every com- 
munity in the state. All he is waiting for is 
public response. 

Says Grolle, “I believe with my experi- 
ence and musicianship I could make a real 
contribution. However | am not after a 
‘job’. If I can find my opportunity 
here to do my work, I will give the rest of 
my life in New Hampshire. If not, I will 
not stay here.”

Outside the circles of foreign relations 
and in our State Department, Fletcher ts 
litthe known by the man on the street, but 
Fletcher graduates are far better known in 
foreign countries As Dean Robert B 
Stewart points out, Fletcher is like a manu 
facturer foreign con 
sumption 

Not only is this school a training ground 
for Americans, it is fast becoming one for 
here by 


who produces for 


foreign seasoned diplomats sent 
their governments for advanced study 
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Fletcher feels that there is a dire need for 
diplomats who can ably represent us among 
free nations in the game of total diplomacy 

And what is “total diplomacy)” Dean 
Stewart says it is diplomacy on a world- 
wide basis, using all the techniques, in- 
fluences, knowledge, and 
our command, as well as our military, eco 
and moral and legal strength, in 


persuasions al 


nomic 


support of our policy to gain and hold a 


permanent peace. 

Austin Barclay Fletcher was a New 
England bov who attended Wilbraham 
Academy, Dean Academy and Tufts Col 
lle took his law degree al Boston 
University and practiced international law 
in New York for many In his will 
which was probated in 19214 he gave one 
million dollars to the trustees of Tufts: “to 
be used for the establishment and main 
tenance of a school to be known as 
the Fletcher School of Law and Di 
plomacy g 

It was a coincidence that the will was 
written in 1914 before this country became 
involved in a continuous international 
imbroglio, while in the year of probate, 
19214, the Rogers Act was passed to estab- 
lish a Foreign Career Service, creating for 
the first time a trained professional diplo 
matic corps. The school was finally founded 
in 1933 after strict court interpretations of 
the will, and since the time Fletcher 
opened its doors, nearly 800 embryonic 
diplomats have left its portals 

It was a unique thought of Fletcher's 
that diplomacy could be taught at all. But 
since his idea came to fruition the tag, 
“Americans always their shirts in 
negotiating with foreigners,” does not fly 
from the coattails of our diplomats. Mr. 
Fletcher saw that law schools naively and 
unanimously ignored the art and science of 
international relations. The three men to 
whom it fell to establish the school under 
the will, saw their duty and opportunity. 

The Fletcher plan was evolved by the 
then president of Tufts, John A. Cousens 
with President A. Lawrence Lowell of 
Harvard, and Dean Roscoe Pound of 
Harvard Law. ‘Three degrees are given: 
an Ml. \ degree to one-vear students: 
M. A. L.D. (Master of Arts in Law and 
Diplomacy) for two work, and a 
Ph. D. for three full graduate 
work. 

While self contained as a_ graduate 
school, Fletcher is technically adminis- 
tered by both Tufts and Harvard, with the

Dean Stewart considers the meetings and 
ensuing discussions of prime importance 
is they bare the human, emotional, eco- 
nomic and political thinking on an inter- 
national basis.

Ile was a former consultant to the State 
Department, Assistant Chief, Division of 
Kuropean Affairs; American Delegate to 
the International Civil Aviation 
Congress; Assistant Executive Secretary 
of the International Secretariat at the 
San Francisco Conference, and one-time 
government instructor at Harvard among 
many posts he has held. His staff faculty 
includes persons who have had practical 
experience with our State Department, 
Foreign Service, United Nations and many 
other governmental agencies.

The Fletcher faculty goes on the theory 
that the first requisite for a graduate and 
more important than knowing all the for 
eign country problems, languages, and 
cultures, is a thorough knowledge and 
understanding of the United States. At 
Fletcher it is axiomatic and fundamental 
that to qualify for Foreign Service a student 
must know our history, ideals, and in- 
stitutions. 

These students not only deal with the 
problems of democracies, but they are 
taught the why’s and wherefore’s of dic- 
tatorships, and totalitarian thinking in 
Europe, Asia and Latin America. Too, they 
must understand the economic and finan- 
cial problems, as well as the international 
banking and aeronautical problems of the 
“Ism”’ countries. Recently there were over 
100 Fletcher graduates serving the State 
Department, and other top-flight govern- 
ment agencies in Washington, besides all 
those in embassies and consulates abroad 

While the school is still young as meas- 
ured in terms of ambassadorships, and 
extreme top-drawer posts, the hand- 
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writing is faintly showing on the diplo- 
matic walls around the world indicating 
that it won't be long before Fletcher men 
will be molding and guiding our future with 
Executive blessings. For frequently the 
State Department comes to Fletcher to 
recruit men for new positions, well know- 
ing they'll get recruits with a broad liberal 
education in social studies, languages and 
humanities; and all backed with high qual- 
ities of character necessary in statesman- 
ship. 

Spending a few hours at Fletcher makes 
one feel that the world is so much smaller 
than it is, and the one-world idea comes 
home forcefully when in the Wilson House 
dining room one sees Japan’s outstanding 
woman journalist serving and waiting on a 
man Jjike Ram M. Rahul of India who re- 
cently served as guide to Justice Douglas 
when he climbed some of the Himalayas. 


And perhaps the next day or next meal 
Mr. Rahul is doing a stint in the kitchen, 
while nearby a couple is arguing about the 
World's Series. 

While the need grows each year for more 
trained diplomats, and while there is fre- 
quent agitation for an official L. 5. diplo- 
mats school, Dean Stewart is outspoken 
against such a program. He feels that 
training and providing men and women 
for foreign or statewide diplomacy must 
rest with American colleges and univer- 
sities. It is a challenge to our free demo- 
cratic educational institutions, not one or 
two, but all. 

Fletcher thus is an international com- 
munity on a Medford hillside campus, 
where outstanding men and women of all 
friendly nations can come who are keenly 
interested in world problems; who are 
bent on serving their fellow man in the 
pursuit of the elusive peace

Sawyer Tyler, and a 1917 affidavit is shown 
you, signed by her cousin Henry, in which 
he did “hereby certify that I live in the 
same house in which she was born and 
married, attended school at the same 
schoolhouse, and know the facts as pub- 
lished in this book to be true.” “This book” 
is a little brochure, The True Slory of Vary

A quiet-spoken, Latinly courteous, 
deeply humble and troubled man, painting 
and teaching on Cape Ann, Mass., may 
come to be regarded as one of the giants of 
art, along with Tintoretto, El Greco, 
Delacroix, Guido, Reni, Rubens—to name 
a few masters to whom he has been likened. 

Umberto Romano, born in Italy, came 
to America at the age of nine, and was 
winning prizes in his teens. He went on 
studying here and abroad, winning honors 
and awards. New England is well ac- 
quainted with his mural, “Three Centuries 
of New England History,” in Springfield, 
Mass., and the Romanos in the permanent 
collections of the Fogg Museum, Worcester 
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Museum, Springfield Museum, Addison 
Gallery, Rhode Island School of Design 
and elsewhere. 

But neither New England nor the big- 
city art critics were prepared for the change 
that came over Umberto Romano’s work 
a few years past. He had been known as a 
sound draftsman, painter of “graciously 
stylized and romantic portraits” and “land- 
scapes prismatic in their lush cheerfulness,” 
to quote Edward Alden Jewell of the 
New York Times. 

Mr. Jewell also wrote, “Something amaz 
ing and glorious has happened to Umberto 
Romano. This is an art transfigured; an 
art that, just within the last few months |

has grown to majestic stature. Umberto 
Romano has long been recognized as an 
accomplished American artist He here 
with ascends to greatness . ‘Ecce 
Hlomo,’ (is) one of the true masterpieces 
of our time.”

“Behold the Man!”) in the photo showing 
the Crucifixion behind himself. No black 
and white photo can convey any idea of the 
stark, unearthly intensity of Romano's 
colors.

No critic, to our knowledge, has _re- 
marked upon the planetary look of the 
Romano faces Like Rembrandt's and 
Michelangelo's, they are given greatness by 
being painted as if they were vast planet 
like creatures in space, faces upon which 
one dwells in protracted thought, as if wit 
nessing the moment of Creation 
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Romano has been ( alled over tragic, ove! 
sad, a painter whose figures are sunk irre- 
trievably in tragic despair. But as in all 
authentic tragedy in the sense of the 
Greek plays the effect on the beholder is 
to excite Pity and Awe, and to produce a 
kind of purgation of the spirit. And there 
is an inner affirmation in his turbulent, 
passionate colors Romano was silent a 
year or so after World War IT began, then, 
with an explosiveness that has not yet 
ended, began these “tragic and exalted” 
paintings His outburst expresses his 
feeling for all humanity: 

‘Can one blind one’s vision)” he says 
“Can one kill one’s sensitivity to moans,

Yankee Sage

Library (ne presides over their meetings), 
the Providence Art Club, and many other 
circles hail his presence enthusiastically. 
Friends know the scope of his interest in 
Dr. Samuel! Johnson (a whole room in the 
Chase's fine old house is dedicated to the 
great Sam), but the man in the street knows 
that “Your Health” is good for what ails 
one, and good for laughs also. 

What the man in the street: probably 
does not always realize is that the decep- 
lively easy-going style of this column is 
backed not only by plenty of book learning, 
but by much varied professional experience 

Dr. Chase was, for instance, a surgeon 
with the British Expeditionary Force, later 
with the A.E.F. in World War 1), and per- 
haps also an inherited medico-literary slant 
for his grandfather, Dr. Pineo, was a friend 
and correspondent of that great literary 
Yankee doctor, Oliver Wendell Holmes 
Be that as it may, the column, which alter- 
nates between discussions of particular ail- 
ments (and treatments) and answers to the 
endless questions which Journal readers 
send in, is a perennial fountain of sense 
mingled with superior fun, the whole resting 
upon diversified knowledge. 

Sometimes the inquiring reader is _re- 
buked for a silly question, often he is re- 
ferred to his own physician, but he is never 
bombarded with obscure technicalities, he 
is often reassured, and very often sent on 
his way chuckling. The column’s flavor 
can be sampled effectively almost at 
random. 

To one inquirer (about diet and weight 
Dr. Chase replies, “There is a straight from 
the shoulder good question. My answer 
cannot be so simple and direct.”” But this 
typical modesty is typically followed by 
a sharp bit of admonition: “I would cer- 
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tainly never expect a youngster whose 
friends are always letting themselves go 
to be a shining example of restraint 
Do not gorge yourself when you are want- 
ing him to hold off.” The happy medium 
is often indicated: “Such a person should 
not over-exert,” but “neither should he 
lead an easy indolent life.” The Doctor's 
own (and numerous) prejudices are cited 
frankly: “As I do not like hard-boiled eggs 
at all, | am happy to report that the nearer 
they are to raw, the more digestible they 
are.” (Here perhaps the key word is 
“report,” for Dr. Chase is always consult- 
ing— books, colleagues, and experience. 
He consults purely literary sources too, 
though his quotations may range from 
Pliny to yesterday's newspaper. lnex- 
pected proper names pop up—to a question 
on insomnia he replies, “Longfellow was 
evidently pleased when he heard ‘the trail- 
ing garments of the night Sweep through 
her marble halls.” But all possible 
dodges should be tried.” He likes, as this 
last clause shows, to follow an elegant 
phrase with a homespun one, and the latter 
type are never far off. “I think,” he re- 
marks, “you would be smart to see your 
doctor’, and “smart” is in the column a 


favorite word of approval. 
Popular beliefs about disease and treat- 


ment often get a startlingly swift kick; 
after quoting the common saying about 
shingles that “if they go clear around the 
body, the patient will die,” Dr. Chase 
coldly observes, “Probably no one has seen 
the blisters go entirely around the body.” 
Don’t think that Dr. Chase hasn't asked, 
for his curiosity is always wide-awake:

EARLY AMFRICAN SIMPLICITY 
STILL HOLDS POPULARITY 


Strictly speaking, these pictures would 
belong in Yanxee’s House for Sale 
department if this house weren't already 
on the market, and our rule, as much as 
it can be held to, is to explore only places 
people are beginning to think about 
selling. 

So this goes here, because it’s worth 
dreaming over for its decor. Of course, 
nobody'll stop you if you step up with 
$40,000 at the portal of Previews Incor- 
porated, 20 Kilby St., Boston.4 

Let's roam around. You're (in imagin- 
ation) on a 30-acre, spruce-covered penin- 
sula at the head of Frenchman's Bay, 
Maine, looking sou’west to Mt. Desert 
Island. The house was built in 1929, but 
is full of traditional things—pine panel- 
ing, hand-hewn beams, Adam mantels on 
fireplaces, small-light windows, etc. 
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Colonial simplicity, almost to the point 
of decorative understatement, is found in 
every room. This restraint is so marked 
and yet so peaceful in its effect that the 
‘*how-to”’ of it is worth noticing. White 
paneling around the dining room fireplace 
and continuing to the ceiling gives a 
Quaker-like calm to the room, as do the 
small candles, and door flung wide to the 
plain hallway. The living room mantel is 
held to a quiet balance with the two 
sconces and old print against the wide 
paneling, and the use of the light-toned 
and widely spaced wallpaper design to 
offset the rich density of the wainscoating 

Ihe library, with recessed bookshelves 
and deep floral wallpaper pattern, is 
in the more sumptuous mood of Southern 
Colonial homes, but again the decorative 
objec Is are placed with Pilgrim severity, 
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a plain candlestick, a spinning wheel, and 
a bed warmer. 

There seems to be a subtle link of mood 
between early Colonial and modern 
decoration—and its name is, simplicity. 
In both eras the simplicity have 
been reactions against outside turbulence 
in the world, a compensation in the pri- 
vate lives of the peoples of these times. 
Early ( olonial peoples, full of ra tual and 
passed-on memories of Europe, had 
emerged from a feeling of heavy medieval

Veb.: Dear Oracle: Is there any actual 
scientific reason or other explanation of the 
tradition of planting five kernels of corn 
in the hill? All my life I have heard the 
jingle about three kernels for the blackbird, 
crow and cutworm and two to grow and 
I have wondered.

The first crossing of the Atlantic by a 
steam-powered was agai a 
news story in November, when the Georgia 
Ports Authority brought renewed interest 
to the saga in the process of hunting up a 
descendant of the steamer Savannah's mast- 
er, to take part in the dedication ceremonies 
of a new state dock at Savannah.

Following nationwide press publicity of 


the appeal, the Parker Wildes, of Noank, 
Conn., responded—their daughter Betty

Rogers’ great-great-great grandniece. Mrs.

Wildes is the great-great grandniece of the 
Sarannah’s master—her mother’s maiden 
name was Rogers. Mother and daughter 
embarked on their own journey, all expenses 
paid, to take part in the dedication on 
November 11th. 

Although the Sarannah was financed in 
the city of that name, and sailed therefrom 
on May 11, 1819, Captain Rogers, his 
brother-in-law Stephen Rogers, the sailing 
master, and the crew were New London 
men. There are monuments and plaques 
in the latter city commemorating the voy- 
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age, and a copy of the original log is in the 
Marine Museum at Mystic, a few miles 
from Noank. 

If the date of Moses Rogers’ birth was 
1799, as averred in a Harper's Monthly 
Vagazine article of 1876, then he was a 
mere 20 years old at the time of the voyage, 
certainly a tender age to be master of a 
ship, much less the first steamer to under- 
take the crossing of the Atlantic. He ap- 
parently also commanded, earlier, the first 
steamboat on the Hudson River, the 
Fulton, and the first steamboats on the 
Delaware, the Chesapeake, and between 
Charleston and Savannah. But whether or 
not he was born in 1799, he was obviously 
one of the most experienced steamboat 
skippers of the day. 

The rather uneventful voyage between 
Savannah and Liverpool took 27 days, 11 
hours. The Sarannah, which New York 
sailors dubbed the “Steam Coffin,” carried 
no passengers and no cargo; her backers 
were hoping that the Czar of Russia would 
purchase her upon her arrival at St. Peters- 
burg, her destination. But when she finally 
arrived about Sept. 12, 1819, the Czar 
turned her down. 

Edwin Tunis says in his book, Oars, Sails 
and Steam, that of the 648 hours between 
Savannah and Liverpool, the steamer’s 
engines ran only 80 hours. Because she 
could carry only 75 tons of coal and 25 
cords of wood, she was “‘almost out of fuel 
halfway across . Rogers saved enough 
to get up steam and make a grand entrance 
into Liverpool.” \ British cutter rushed 
to her aid off the coast of lreland, in the
